_ FRENCH ADMIRAL,

NEW INVENTIONS. 


_ Speaking recently at a. luncheon 
of the American Club, in Paris, 
Vice-Admiral Ratyé, who’ ' com- 
manded the submarine. forces . in 
the Mediterranean during the war, 
and is an authority on naval war 
history, put. forward his views 
about the freedom of the seas and 
the limitation of naval armaments. 
Ho said: . ato 
To the theory of the limitation of 
armaments according to a figure 
more or less open to question we 
oppose the theory of the diminu- 
tion of armaments: by the diminu- 
tion of servitudes, and, instead ‘of 
enlarging conflicts by the _intro- 
duction of neutrals, we utilise the 
latter to reduce the areag where 
conflicts rage and make of them 
the guardians -of the zones of 
peace. That suffices to acquaint 
you with the sentiments of France. 
This was the conclusion of a 
speech the gist of which waa that 
there could be in future no one 
nation mistress of the. seas. When 
President Wilson had talked of the 
freedom of the seas, continued Ad- 
miral Ratyé, England refused» to 
contemplate such an idea, and who 
could blame her? . For how could 
a people willingly give up a hard- 


ly bought privilege such as that- 


possessed by England, so long as 
they believed they were. still able” 
to keep it? But for: those who 
looked: into ‘the future there could 
to-day be no longer any illusion, for 
the domination:of the seas was 
threatened by the fact that the

‘The .dead man’s 16-year-old 
“wife, whom he married a little 
“over a year ago, ‘fave evidence. 
‘She made a straightforward con- 
‘fession of having committed mis- 


ih two of the latter's fokis 

‘did not think that her husband, 
knew of her infidelity, however. 
The girl also said that she be- 
fieved that - her husband’ com- 
mitted suicide but not because of 
her, He was half-witted, but had 
always treated her well and was 
very fond of her, When he left 
the boat at ‘10 a.m., on April 8 
he did not say anything to her, 
‘but. his manner was unusual. He 
was not angry with her. 

The deceased's father denied 

that he had mixconducted him- 
self with his daughter-in-law. 
‘His son was a dull and stupid man. 
The witness had no reavon to be- 
lieve that his son's wife had been 
unfaithful to him.’ As far as he 
knew they had never quarrelled. 
He could not offer any reason 
why his daughter-in-law. should 
make such’ a serious allegation 
against him. | When his son did 
not return at 8 p.m. he reported 
"to the pdlice. F 

, Body Found, 

On April 11 the wifness ‘was at 
“Wanchai when a foki reported 
finding his son’s body at Kailoong- 
wan and he went there and 

brought the remains to Aberdeen, 
The father added that he had. no 
reason to believe that his son 
committed suicide, Ve usually 
reamed about in‘ his silly moods, 
and it was possible he had fallen 
into the harbour. 

Fan Tai, one of the fokis of ‘the 
father’s bont who found the de- 
-ccused’s body at Kailoongwan, 
adawtted that ke had committed 
mircondnet with the dead man's 
wife, but he also did not think the 
husband knew of it. 

A small boy working: ‘for the 
‘deceased's father said that. he saw 
the dead man outside,a teahouse, 
and was told: “You go fishing, 

don't wait for me.” Ah Tai (the 
deceased) .was very angry when 
' hecsnid this, and the, witness 
gathered that he had no intention 
of returning to the boat. 
Doctor's Evidence. 

Dr. Alexander ‘Cannon | who 
‘held the post mortem, said that 
-death was due to drowning. There 
were no marks on the body other 
than two cuts ‘going down as far 
asthe scalp. These could not 
‘have caused death and were prob- 
ably caused after death by the 
wody being washed against rocks, 
‘The dead body was poor physical- 
“ly, There was marked tubercul- 
ous plura-pneumonia present in 
both Jungs. : When a man was in 
‘such a condition, it olten led to 
acute mania, At the time of 
‘death ‘the man might have been 
temporarily insane and got into 
‘the water without knowing what 
a8 was doing,

WAR FILMS. 

Whatever else may emerge from 
the controversy surging round the 
expediency of war films, one: thing 
is certain, the film as a factor in 


modern life is being taken serious- | - 


ly, says the. London “Daily Tele- 
graph.” Now that it is‘seen to 
have power to bring about inter- 
national complications it: attains a 
new importance. We lave already 
expressed the view that no good, 
but rather harm, is done by the 
prolongation of embittered war 
memories, and we welcomed ac- 
cordingly the ban placed upon the 
exhibition of the Nurse, Cavell film. 
The letter from Captain Berkeley, 
the author of the film, does not, in 
our opinion, affect the larger view 
of what was fittingly expressed by 
the Earl of Birkenhead in his let- 
ter. Nor does that view need to: 
be modified because It ig, announc- 
ed that a film entitled “The World 
War Through German Spectacles” 
has been passed by. the Board o: 
Film Censors and is shortly to be 
shown in’ Londoz.: Rather must it 
be reiterated. Among. other inci- 
dents said to be depicted in this 
German film is the. shelling of 
Paris by “Big Beéttha.” Its gen- 
eral purpose is'presumably to show 
the war from .the German stand- |" 
point. 

It ia surely carrying the English 
temperament too far to forbid the 
exhibition ‘of o picture depicting 
the. heraic self-sacrifice of @ noble 
Englishwoman if at the same time 
our own people are to be invited 
‘to witness a '. film glorifyirtg the 
needs of our , ‘recent © enemies, 
What is at stake is not the merits
